Anachronistic: Society keeps 
Middle Age customs alive ™

The deafening ring of colliding

Although the battle, held by 
the Society for Créative 
Anachronism, was just for fun, 
its-realistic characteristics sent 
shivers up the spine 

About 70 members of the SCA 
gathered recently for the event 
at Washington University’s 
Umrath Hall in St. Louis.

The SCA is a national 
nonprofit educational 
organization dedicated to 
researching and recreating the 
customs, combat, and courtesy 
of the Middle Ages.

who are disabled or blind. 

If you meet Social Security's 
definition of disability or blind 
ness, your Social Security earn 
ings record will be frozen’so that 
years of little or no earnings, 
while you are impaired, won't 
unfairly reduce your future ben 

bility freezes are auto- 

established as part of 
the disability application pro- 
cess. 

I'm frequently asked about 
freezes for people who are laid 
off or take early retirement 
(before age 62) from their jobs 
They, too, would like to limit the 
adverse effect a long period of 
unemployment would have on 
their future Social Security 
Unfortunately for them, there is 
no provision for a freeze in those 
circumstances.

Credit history reports have 
always been available to con- 
sumers interested in learning 
about the status of their credit 
history.

Local credit bureaus estab- 
lish and maintain credit files 
on consumers who apply. for 
use of individual or joint 
it. Most ‘of the automz 
credit bureaus in the country

The TRW reporting system 
recently agreed to provide 
credit reports at_no charge 
Equifax has recently dropped 
its fee from $15 to $8 for a 
credit report.

Consumers can access a 
credit report from a local 
credit bureau. However, it is 
wise to contact all three 
reporting systems for an accu- 
rate credit history because the

The credit agency. must 
reinvestigate any information 
that has been disputed within 
a.. “‘reasonabl amount of, 
time.
